POLITICAL PARAGRAPHS 

"We are told that wo shall 'break 
the heart of tho world' If we do not 
take the league as It stands," says 
Senator Lodge. "I fear that the hearts 
of the vast majority of mankind would 
beat on strongly and steadily and 
without any quickening 1 fthe league 
were to perish altogether. If it should 
be effectively and beneficently 
changed, the people who would lie 
awake In sorrow for a single night 
could easily gathered in one not very 
large room, but those who would 
draw a long breath of relief would 
reach to millions." 

Apropos of the President, Senator 
Lodge says: "We hear much of vis- 
ions and I trust wo shall continue to 
have visions and dream dreams of a 
fairer future for the race. But vis- 
ions are one thing and visionaries are 
another, and the mechanical appli- 
ances of the rhetorician designed to 
give a picture of a present which does 
not exist and of a future which no 
man can predict are as unreal and 
shortlived as the steam or canvas 
clouds, the angels suspended on wires 
and the artificial lights of the stage. 
They pass with the moment of effect 
and are shabby and twdry In the day- 
light. Let us at least be real. Wash- 
ington's entire honesty of mind and 
his fearless look Into the fact of all 
the facts are qualities which can never 
go out of gashlon and which we should 
do well to Imitate." 

Senator Borah: "I have In my desk 
perhaps the most brilliant defense 
that has been made in America of late 
years of the policy of Isolation, so 
called, and of the maintenance of 
Washington's policy and of the Mon- 
roe doctrine, a defense made four 
years ago by the President of the 
United States. He stated, with his 
usual capacity for expression, that our 
great object was to maintain a situa- 



tion wherein America could live her 
own life. He contended with groat 
earnestness that we should keep out 
of all entangling alliances with Eu- 
ropean powers. With force and clear- 
ness, with fullness and breadth, he 
covered and defended the nonentang- 
llng policy as the only trut and safe 
policy for this Republic." 



"I haev determined upon a course 
from which I have not deviated and, 
God being my help, I am not going to 
deviate from It for any possible reason 
that can be suggested In the Senate or 
any influence that can be exerted else- 
where. I do not say that I rely upon 
my own judgment In the matter but 
when I gather together In my mind's 
vision that body of men coming down 
from Washington and Jefferson and 
Madison and Monroe ahd Jackson and 
Lincoln and Grant ad McKinley and 
Roosevelt and Wilson until four years 
ago, I reach the conclusion that 1 
must remain In that company. Where 
In all the annals of government do 
you find such another group of men 
so distinguished for wisdom and cour- 
age and patriotism? Their company Is 
safe enough for me."— Senator Borah. 



Mr. Robinson, of Kentucky: "When 
the President was asking for more 
power under war regulations the other 
day did he not met with applase on 
the Democratic side?" 

Mr. Pess, of Ohio: "It certainly did, 
as everything he says meets with out- 
ward applause over there, no matter 
what may be the common remarks In 
the cloakroom later. There are bitter 
enemies and there are the toadlest of 
toadies, who no matter what Is said in 
public or done at home or abroad de- 
clare that It Is all right, because we 
live In a time when certain people 
have adbicted individual opinions and 
bank upon the easy going practices of 
following a leader who cannot make 
or think of a mistake."

PRESIDENT HAS POWER 
TO INCREASE WAGES 

But Passe* Buck to Congress In Ask- 
hig for Authority Which Has 
fllvcn IlnriiiK War. 

Washington, August 20.— That Pres- 
ident Wilson 1ms had the power all 
along to raise or decrease the wages 
of the railroad men of the country 
and has not only fulled In his duty to 
exercise that power, but has turned 
the problem over to Congress, is the 
charge made by Senator Albert B. 
Cummins, of Iowa, Chairman of the 
Senate Committee on Interstate Com- 
merce. 

"We have not taken from the Presi- 
dent the power to initiate rates," said 
the Senator. "We have not taken from 
him any power whatsoever. It is true 
that the Senate passed the bill a month 
ago restoring to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission the authority to 
suspend rates which might be initiated 
by the President, or the director gen- 
eral, just as before the war It might 
have suspended rates which were Ini- 
tiated by the railway companies. But 
that bill has not become a law. It has 
been obstructed In the House of Rep- 
resentatives by the Railroad Admin- 
istration itself. So that the authority 
as well as the duty of initiative rates 
which may be necessary to meet the 
demands for Increased wages at the 
present time rests with the director 
general.

Hen Employed In l«( M Factories Club 
Together and Buy Food at Post 
Office— City's Apportionment 
Will Be Exhausted. 



Postmaster M. F. Kehoe Is proving 
quite a successful food merchant for 
In the past two days he has sold a 
large supply of food stuffs at prices 
fixed by the government which are 
considerably under the prices prevail- 
ing in local grocery stores at the pres- 
ent time. 

At noon Wednesday, the last day of 
the sale, the supply of tomatoes, peas, 
corn, dried beans and several other 
articles alloted to the local PoBt Of-

What the people of Maysvllle have 
feared for the past several days Beem- 
ed to have come shortly after noon 
today when an alarm of fire came In 
from box 63 in the East end and when 
the big bell in the Are tower rang out 
the alarm the faces of persons living 
In that section of the city became 
white while all residents feared the 
worst. 

Fortunately when the Are depart- 
ment arrived on the scene, they found 
that there was but a bon fire In Wil- 
low alley near the Forest Avenue 
school, which was put out In a very 
short time to the credit of a bucket 
brigade, it being unnecessary for the 
department to UBe water from the fire 
hydrants. 

The Are was started by the burning 
by a neighbor of a small bundle of 
papors which had been thrown Into 
the alley. The burning papers, how- 
ever, caught dry leaves and tree 
limbs In the alley and quite a little 
Are blazed up in a very snort time 
which was making for a residence 
nearby and as the residence was 
threatened the Arm alarm was sent 
In. 

Conditions for the Aghting of Ares 
are better todayq than they were yes- 
terday and yet they are far from nor- 
mal and every possible precaution 
hould be taken by every one. No 
rubbish or paper should be burned in 
any alley or yard. Everything Is so 
very dry that the least spark might 
start a conAagratlon that would cause 
the loss of much property and possibly 
lives. The local Are department, with 
the water system so badly crippled, I" 
In no condition to Aght oven the small- 
est Are and citizens are charged to 
even watch how they throw lighted 
matches Id their yards where the 
grass Ib rV dry as to possibly burst 
Into a blaze. Fire Chief Rullff Newell 
this afternoon Issued an official no- 
tice on this matter which Is published 
elsewhere In this Issue. 

The water condition In Maysvllle Is 
much better today than for the past 
several days. The large pump at the 
Water Company's station is in opera- 
tion. The major part of the water 
taken from the river by this large 
pump is taken directly Into the city 
mains but the "cut-off valve" Is partly 
opened and a small stream Is going 
steadily into the reservoir which re- 
mains closed for Are emergencies. 

Acting with the authority conferred 
on him at a special meeting Tuesday 
by City Council, Mayor Thomas M. 
Russell, has rented two large Are 
pumping engines from the City of 
Cincinnati: He has been advised that 
these engines were loaded today 
aboard a freight car in Cincinnati and 
they are expected to arrive in Mays- 
vllle over the C. & O. this evening or 
tomorrow morning. These engines 
will be used in case of emergency and 
to test them out thoroughly, Mayor 
Russell will probably use them to ex 
tlngulsh the city dump on Brldg( 
street which has been giving resldenti 
in that section of the city a great 
amount of trouble. One of the engines 
will likely be placed on a Aoat at the 
mouth of Limestone creek to pump 
water from the river and the other 
stationed at the dump to give force 
to the water. This will be indeed good 
news to those who have been so much 
bothered by the terrible odor from the 
burning dump and they hope that the 
engines will work well at this Job.

El Paso, Texas, August 20.— Four 
troops of the Eighth I'nlted State* 
Cavalry, reinforced by four airplane* 
from Ft. Bliss, resumed their hunt at 
dawn today for Mexican bandits 
who kidnapped Lieutenant H. G. Pet- 
erson and Paul H. Davis. 

After a night spent in a AreleBs 
camp iu the barren wastes of the 
Ojlnaga country, the American troop- 
ers, led by Captain Leonard Matlack. 
and with the two rescued aviators an 
guides, took up the almoBt hopeles I 
chase. A clouldburst had obliterate.! 
the trail. 

The only contact reported with Mex 
leans was by the pilot of one plain 
which returned to Marfa with bullet 
riddled wings. Three Mexicans Are.! 
on the machine and the observers re 
plied with a machine gun, killing on- 
Mexican, the Aier believed. 

Captain Matlack, who paid $7500 of 
the $15,000 ransom and galloped off 
with Lieutenant Davis to the stupe 
fled surprise of the bandits, said be 
Core leading his forces back into Mex 
ico: 

"I'm going to get back that money. 

The Kentuckian, with a record cf
